The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1,2 
and 3 have been allowed because U. S. Pat. 5,780,383 does not teach or suggest the 
claimed denitration methods in its list of applications set forth in col. 1 Ins. 13-20. Claim 
5 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed because U. S. Pat. 5,780,383 
does not teach or suggest that their catalyst is dispersed and retained among fibers of 
ceramic paper in its description of the catalyst set forth in col. 3 In. 37 to col. 5 In. 38. 
Claim 7 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed because U. S. Pat. 
5,780,383 does not teach or suggest that their catalyst is dispersed and retained among 
fibers of a honeycomb structure obtained by superimposing flat ceramic paper and 
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corrugated plate-like ceramic paper alternatively in its description of the catalyst set 
forth in col. 3 In. 37 to col. 5 In. 38. Claim 1 1 and the claims dependent thereon have 
been allowed because U. S. Pat. 5,780,383 does not teach or suggest that a binder to 
added to the catalyst and the obtained mixture is formed into a particle in its description 
of the catalyst set forth in col. 3 In. 37 to col. 5 In. 38. Claim 16 has been allowed 
because U. S. Pat. 5,780,383 does not teach or suggest that titanium oxide is dispersed 
and retained among fibers of a ceramic preform in its description of the catalyst set forth 
in col. 3 In. 37 to col. 5 In. 38.
